who urge mothers to withdraw their girls 
from the tobacco factories, ore influenced 
by a regard for the moral and physical 
welfare of the girls. In tho circular is- 
sued by the strikers, the corrupting in- 
fluence of shop work on girls, and the 
unhealthy character of tho employment 
are pointed out, and the threat is made 
that the names ot tho girls employed, 
with the address ot their parents, will be 
published weekly. Now these girls arc 
compelled to work for a living, and they 
can make better wages in those shops 
than in other employment, even" suppos- 
ing they could secure other employment. 
It is not to bo believed that tho oigar 
makers, who have so much regard for tho 
moral welfare of the girls as the circular 
indicates, would exercise a corrupting in- 
fluence beyond that ot any other class of 
workmen." 


It seems also that tho.strikers have en- 


deavored to make mothers believe that 
working in tobacco is especially injurious 
to health. Several yoara ago. Dr.^Wil- 
liara A. Hammond, then surgeon general 
of tho United States, in company with 
some prominent English and French 
physicians, paid a visit to many of tho 
extensive tobacco factories in London 
and Paris, for tho purpose of collecting 
statistics in regard to the health ot tho 
employes of these factories.

Tho mill had boon shut 
down for some time, aud the explosion 
is as likely to have been from confined 
gas as from Hour dust, to which the 
Washburn mill explosion was attributed. 
Tho explosion, violent as it proved to bo 
did not topple tho walls of tho Empire 
Mill, but spent its force by blowing tho 
root into tho nir and tho trout and roar 
walls out, the debris leveling in its pro- 
gress the great timbers ot tho railroad 
track in front and rear o£ the mills. 
The capacity of tho mills burned is 2,400 
barrels. 
The daily capacity ot tho 
Minneapolis mills is 25,500 barrels, those 
destoyed representing about one-tenth of 
the whole.
